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RESPONSE TO RESTRICTION REQUIREMENT

In complete and timely response to the Office Action mailed 22 August 
2002 (22 September being a Sunday), Applicants elect, with traverse, to 
prosecute the claims directed to the species being genistein and the compound 
being a retinoid, used together in the claimed combination. 

The communication alleges that MPEP 803.02 states that distinct Markush 
species are independent inventions. To the contrary, 803.02 first states that if the 
species in the Markush group are sufficiently small in number so that search of 
the entire claim can be made without serious burden, then all members of the 
Markush group "must" be examined even if the species are directed to 
independent and distinct inventions. As genistein and quercetin are structurally 
related, and the Markush group consists of only two compounds, it would seem 
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that both genistein and quercetin could be examined together \Arithout serious
